THEY LIK E PRIS ON LIFE. 

A Class of Persons In Japan Who Try 
to Break Into Jail. 

In Japan there are people who make 
sham confessions In order to obtain a 
period of the comparative warmth and 
comfort of a Japanese prison. The 
Japan Mail says: "The police slang 
of the capital has words to describe 
and distinguish these persons. -Meshl- 
kul.' or the rice criminal, will steal 
some small article from a shop front 
In such a way as to be seen doing It 
He then makes a bolt of It. pursued by 
the master of the shop, or some faith- 
ful kozo, but presently allows himself 
to be caught and handed to the po- 
lice. He has to 'do time' for his pre- 
tended theft but his rice is secured 
for a period, and when that period has 
elapsed he will allow himself to be 
caught again. 

"The 'unandon.' or 'eel bowl' criminal, 
is wilier than the one just mentioned. 
He does not actually commit a crime, 
such at will put him Into the convict 
side of the prison, but allows himself 
to be found looking in suspicious 
places, underneath the broad verandas 
of a temple, or in the garden of a pri- 
vate house. He gets Into prison all 
right but he secures the more generous 
treatment of the house of detention, 
which is to the fare of the convict jail 
what a dish of eels is to a bowl of 
plain rice. 

"The 'kuruma* is *. criminal who 
makes a sham confession in order to 
sneak a free railway ride. The Asas: 
tells of a case connected with a mur- 
der, known as the 'decapitated corpse 
case,' which took place last year. A 
man gave himself up to the police in 
Sendai as the perpetrator of the crime.

Geo. L. Newkirk, Courier During Civil War, 
Ends Battle of Life-Masonic Cere- 
monies By Local Lodge. 

The funeral of George L. Newkirk, 
i years of age. a gallant Confeder- 
ate soldier and a member of a prom- 
nt old family of Jefferson county,

The girls and women of China have 
3tthe educational and social ad van- 
blessings which you here enjoy in 
is Christian land.

it has not been the custom to send 
the girls of China to school. Per- 
haps this is mainly because of the 
Jeep poverty of the masses. They 
cannot afford to send their children 
to school, but keep them home to 
work. It is quite common for young 
girls to make shoes, braid narrow- 
ribbon and hairstrings, and do many 
kinds of fancy work, in order to earn 
her rice, or rather, her millet (for 
nillet seed is the most common food 
n mv section of the country, Honan 
Province: we are just a little too far 
sorth to raise much rice.) Tf the 
boys are not apprenticed to learn 
some trade or business, thev usually 
tind it necessary to do some sort of 
work at their home, which often 
means turning the family grain mill 
(two heavy round stones), or gat 
ing fuel to cook the next meal. Dry 
grass, reeds. the leaves from thi 
even the roots and stubble of the 
grain and beans, are carefully gath- 
ered for fuel. When the combined 
arnings of one's entire family aver- 
age perhaps only five or ten cents a 
day. not even the grass is allowed 

Before I tell you more particularly 
bout my girls, let me gv 
still clearer idea of their homelife 
and poverty. When the son 

matter if there are so many of 
them as to attract Mr. Roosevelt': 
commendation, they all bring theii 
bride home, to dwell within the old 
family walls. This sometimes causes 
quite lively times within the camp. 
The girls are betrothed q uite young 
i fact, any time from infancy 
fifteenth year. It is unusua 
young girl to reach her fourteenth 
fifteenth year without havingbeer 
betrothed, unless there is something 
quite undesirable connected with hei 
her family. She is considered ai 
belonging to her future mother-in 
family from the moment of her 
engagement: and the latter's word is 
law— she rules with a big stick. Her 
future daughter-in-law dare not

Girls and women are supposed to 
live very secluded lives in China: 
After they are twelve or fourteen

• where strange boys and ; 
je them, but should remain .„ 
family rooms in the back yard, and 
very industriously work. A young 
man has not the privilege of courting 
the girl of his choice. In fact, he 
has very little choice in the matter, 
and she has none at all, for their 
parents make all the arrangements 
and settle the engagement, very 
much as a business transaction; and 
the young people usually do not go 



not of wood, but the bare earth tramp

There are only two windows to thi 
house, one in each tiny sleeping 
apartment. The middle room does 
not usually have a window, but only

Of course there are some wealthy 
people in China, but they are com- 
paratively few. There are many, 
many families existing on from five 
to fifteen cents a day, or about £! to 
+4 per month. 1 have had many poor 
women come and give me a ko-tow 
; bumping their head in the dust — 
their way of worshiping or doing 
reverence) and beg me to let them 
werk for me at five cents a day, so 
that they might be able to buy their 
nillet to keep soul and body to- 
Many of the middle and 
class men are glad of an op- 
portunity to earn from six to twelve 
day, for China is densely 
populated. 

In ordinary homes, such as descril 
ed above, they are compelled to lit 
V economically. They do not as 
eral rule cook more than on 
kind of food for one meal. A very 
imon food for breakfast, and other 
tls. too, is millet seed. Noodli 
are also a favorite dish. But I have 
known some families, some of my 
girls included, who could not e 
afford millet three times a day. 
much of the time had nothing but a 
kettle of sorghum-cane seed, which 
they mix into a soggy black bread or 
cook in water the same as rice or 
millet. 

In the North, where the colder win- 
ters compel it, there is an arrange- 
ment for heating their rooms; but 
where I have been, in central China, 
although we have some snow and ice 
for about two months in the winter, 
there is nothing but the heat at meal 
tices from the cooking kettle. If 
the cold becomes unbearable, they 
bring in a little kettle of charcoals 
over which they warm their hands 
and feet. 

Under such circumstances, is it any 
wonder that parents think they can- 
not afford to give their girls an edu- 
cation? They say, "'she does not be- 
long to us: she belongs to her future 
mother-in-law's family: her mother- 
in-law is going to get the benefit of 
her work: what advantage will she 
be to us? She will have to go to her 
mother-in-law's home as soon as she 
is large enough to be of some real 
help: why should we go to the great 
expense of educating her?" And so 
the result is that about one girl out 
of every four or five hundred, 1 think 
I can safely say, can read. And I 
read in one of our Journals that only 
about one man in every fifty can 
read, for it is not very often that 
more than one boy in the family is 
afforded an education. 

My girls consider it a great privi- 
lege to be permitted to come to the

1 
only thing to do was to write a sa 
or a Scripture verse or the Golden 
Rule or some selection on a lar; 
sheet of white paper, pin the pap 
on the chapel wall and have them i 
peat it after me until they had mei 
orized it. Thus they learned little by 
little how to read their Chinese la 
guage, and also learned to repe; 

h Gospel truth from memory. I 
they grew used to studying, they 
en a small Gospel Catechism 
to study. When that was mastered, 
advanced Catechism was 
given as a reward. When I left 
furlough last summer, perhaps 
half a dozen girls had finished both 
Catechisms, and another half dozen 
one, repeating the books 
from beginning to end from memory, 
as well as reading any part that I 
ight indicate. Besides this, my 
girls can repeat about a dozen songs, 
wo dozen scripture verses with the 
place where they are found, the 
Golden Rule, The Lord's Prayer, Now 
I Lav Me Down to sleep, a prayer to 
say before eating, the Ten Command- 
ments, the Twenty-third Psalm, the 
First Psalm, and the names of the 
Books of the New Testament. Don't 
you think I have reason to feel proud 
of my girls? Remember, they were 
all heathen, worshiping heathen Gods, 
and had never seen a single foreigner 
or so much as heard the nann 
Jesus, and knew nothing of the 
God, until three years ago. Can any 
of you do better— or as well?
